The difpatches received by the Lifbon mail, which 
arrived on Friday, ftate—that the Executive Directory 
has made 2 formal demand of the Court of Spain for 
permiflion to march 50,000 troops through that country 
for the attack on Portugal, which demand the weak 
Cabinet of Madrid has complied with, although the 
confequences are fo obvious. 

The Council of Madrid did not agree to grant the 
paflage required until after repeated deliberations dur- 
ing four days. One pared in the Council was of opin- 
ion that there was lefs danger in the holtilities, which. 
the Directory threatened in cafe of refufal, than in ac- 
ceding to the demand of marching Republican troops 
through the country. But the other party having the 
greateft preponderance, the meafure was carried. Time 
will fhew its confequences. 

Five Hamburgh mails are now due, and they are 
very anxioufly looked for, as there are feveral rumours 
in circulation of an interefting nature, the truth of which 
cannot be determined till arrive. 

Letters are faid to have been received from Vienna 
of one day later date than thofe received by the laft 
mail, which ftate, that jult before the fetting out of the 

oft, an account had arrived, that the rebellious Pacha 

of Widdin, having near 20,000 men under his com- 
mand, had fucceeded in his fecond attempt upon Bel- 
grade, which circumftance had diffufed a general panic 
among the troops fent to oppofe him, and that feveral 
bodies of them had gone‘over td the conqueror; that 
this fuccefs of the Turkifh infurgents had: occafioned an 
order for the renewal of military preparations at Vienna, 
and a change on the route of feveral Au(trian regiments 
on their way to Hungary ; that troops of the rebellious 
Pacha have feized upon a large tranfport of provifions 
fent by the Imperialifts from Semlen, for the relief of 
the garrifon of Belgrade, having killed and difperfed 
the party that efcorted it ; and that the Emperor mutt 
affift in quelling this revelution immediately upon his 
frontiers, or that the effects of it muaft foon be felt 
through all the’Turkifh provinces in Europe. 

Another report, alfo faid to be founded upon private 
advices, ftates, that the Congrefs of Raftade will very 
fhortly break up, the three great continental powers 
having agreed on their fhare of plunder in the pattition 
and divifion of Germany. The Pruffian Jegation at 
Raftadt is in habirs of intimacy with the French Pleni- 
potentiaries, and the beft underftanding prevails between 
the Courts of Berlin and Vienna.

Gra- 
dations in rank are alfo to be more regularly obferved, 
which will a@ as a ftimulus to induftry, and prove high- 
ly beneficial to the revenue.

COURT OF KING’: BENCH, February 19. 





This day, the profecution at the inftance of Mr Fer- 
guffon again{ft Sir William Addington came on before 
the Court of King’s Bench. Mr Ferguflon addreffed 
the jury on his own behalf, in along and clegant {peech. 
Several witnefies were then examined, to prove that 
Mr F. was taken into cultody by order of Sir W. Ad- 
dington, at a mecting of the Correfpondent Society. 

The Attorney General, for Sir W. Addington, ob- 
jected to the notice ferved on Sir W. Addington as not 
being legal, becaufe the place of refidence of Mr F.’s 
attorney was not marked on the back of it.

THE PROPRIETORS AND COMPANY OF THE CRINAN 

~ CANAL NAVIGATION ¥. COLE. 

Mr Apam opened the plantiff’s cafe. In the year 
1792, it was propofed, by a number of Noblemen and 
Gentlemen, to improve the internal navigation of the 
northern parts of the ifland, by opening a communica- 
tion between the northern and weftern parts of North 
Britain and the Atlantic ocean.. For that fe, it 
waerefolved, ‘that the fum of 120,000l. fhould be fub- 
feribed ; and, in May 1793, an act paffed, authorfing 
and regulating that navigation. Subfcriptions were not 
confined to the inhabitants of North Britain, but four- 
fifths of the fum were fubfcribed by Englifhmen. Mr 
Adam faid, honeft Englifhmen always laid out their 
money wifely and liberally, and he, as a Scotchman, 
who was much attached to his country, returned them 
his beft thanks for that act of liberality. The defend- 
ant was an Englifhman, and had fubfcribed 10001. and 
feveral calls had been made on him, with which he had 
not complied. ‘This action, therefore, was brought un- 
der the authority of the act of Parliament, to compel 
him vo pay the amount of thofe calls, being 1781. in- 
cl intereft. 

The plantiff’s cafe was proved by Mr Robert Frafer, 
who was appointed to take fub{criptions for this Canal, 
at a meeting of the Noblemen and Gentlemen held at 
the Earl of Breadalbane’s. He faid, he had the author- 
ity of Mr Cole to put down his name for 10001. 

Mr Erskine on the part of the defendant, after ob- 
ferving on the plantiff’s evidence, produced a witnefs to 
prove, that the defendant had given no authority to Mr 
Frafer to put down his name for 1000l. or for any other 
fum. Mr E. faid, although he was a North Britain, 
he had never in his life heard of this place. The love 
of one’s country no doubt was one of the moft amiable 
and one of the greateft virtues. Ie was born in Edir- 
burgh, and as fleecy hofiery was. not invented in his 
younger days, he had never yentured the Artic Circle. 

On the part.of Mr Cole, it was given in evidence, 
that he, in a converfation with Mr Frafer, long fubfe- 
quent to the time of the fubfcription, faid, that he would 
have nothing to do with it; that Mr Frafer faid it bore 
a premium of rol. percent. and that the defendant re- 
plied, that he might take it to himfelf. 

Lord Kenyow thought the evidence on the part of 
the defendant did not go fo far as had been ftated.— 
This cafe depended entirely on the evidence of Mr Fra- 
fer. His Lordthip faid, he was not acquainted with 
that Gentleman, but he thought he had given his evi. 
dence.in fuch a manner as entitled him to credit from 
the Jury. A Bithop had once faid, that he looked up» 
on every man as a rogue whom he did not know. His 
Lordihip faid, it was going by a more correé rule, to 
iuppole that every {lranger was an honeft man till his 
roguery was detected.—Verdi&t for the plantiffs 1781

The Pu- 
blic were convinced, thac our,exiflence as a nation depend- 
ed on this gteat and general effurt. They were prepared to 
make it with a determined fpirit, atid would pay their con- 
tributions with a liberal hand , fatisfied that the facrifice was 
trifling indeed, when weighed againft its obje&. But, to 
reudet the meafure univerfal, it ought to be profecuted in a 
regular and fyftematic mannet, and fome general plan laid 
down, by which perfons of every rah owe high and low, 
fhould be called upon to give their according to their 
ability, and the meafure of their cirewmftances. Edinburgh, 
as the capital of the country, had fet a noble example, 
which, without doubt would be followed’ by evegy city and 
burgh in the kingdom. It was our pride that we had fully 
kept pace with London in proportion to our meafure of abili- 
ty. The next thing was to bring forward the mafj of contri- 
butions from the country, and that from every§clafs; not only 
from the Landhelders, tut the Farmers, Manufzdturers, and Ars 
tizans,. Thefe (to thei honour he would fay it) were as well af- 
fected, as firmly the friends of our excellent Conftitution, and 
as refolutely determined to give their aid towards the general 
detence of the country as the greate& and meft opulent proprie- 
tors. Scotfmen ‘knew no diflinction of ranks or of fortunes, 
when their country was in danger.

Rrain every nerve, and to ufe every difperate means which | 


theirtunbounded arbitrary power over their own country affords 
for thé ruin and deftru@ien of eurs. But they have pot left 
this defign ¢o be gathered from inference or fuppolicion ; they 
have now detlared, by folemur addreffes and proclamvations,that 
the crily objet lef to be accomplifhed by the arms of ‘France is 
the Conqueft of Great Britain ; they have opened a Loan on 
the fecurity of its fpoils, and have fet on foot a fubleription for 
deéfraying the expeace ofa defcent, which they publicly announce 
as an attack againit the property, the laws, and the conilitution 
of : 


Britain. 
In this critical fituation, it is obvioufly the intereft as well as 
the duty of every Britith fubject, to mate the moft refolute and 
ftrenous exertion in defence of himfelf, his family, and his 
We do not now. contend,, as has in former times 


s to trade; for harbours odious to navigation; We are 
poet to ftruggle for our pe a nation, or for every thing 
that makes exiftence ; and to this neceflity we are dri- 
wen by the relentlefs hatred. of the. enemy, who neither offer 
nor admit any conditions, or aby terms of compromile, on which 

teft can be avoided, 
ws Settba eles and protection of the country,the mott effectu- 
al méafures have been adopted, and are at prefent carrying into 
execution by government. There never was, at any period, 
nearly fo greatan armed force on fhore, and never (thanks to 
the noble exertions of our gallant feamen) fo decidedly fupertor, 
a fleet at fea’: But in the profecution of war, moncy 1s as ne~ 
ceflary as men ; and thofe Scets and armies which fight in our 
defence muft be paid and provided for by the country they de- 
fend. Of this he enemy are abundantly fenfible, and hope 
amidft the: ion of their own circumftances, and*that deter- 
mined ruin pa ey they {ctuple not to bring on their own com- 
merce and manufactures, to wear us out by the continuance of 
holtilities, which we mult repel at a great and unavoidable ex- 


Peja although the éxpence be confiderable, the facrifices, when 
juftly confidered, are in truth far from being very great. At 
this moment the nation is more flourifhing, iv point of y a 
ture, of manufactures, of commerce, than at any former 

riod of its hiftory. But its refources muft be brought into 
immediate activity, by means which individuals will fometimes 
feel as hardthips. Loans muft be made on unfavourable terms ; 
and to provide funds for the intereft of thofe loans, taxes muft 
be impofed, of which the community, or part of the communi- 
ty, may complain as burthenf It is clearly very much the 
intereft of the nation (and figures bave fhewn it undeniably in 
every newlpaper in the kingdom) to limit, at the prefent time, 
when intereft is fo high, thofe loans as much as polfible, by an 
immediate advance of the capital fum r equirec——For this 
purpofe, the late meafure of an affefiment.on each perfon’s in- 
come, as far as an‘eftimate of that income could be formed by 
the beft rule of judging to which Government could refort, was 
adopted; but, in order not to prefs hard upon the lefs opulent 
claffes of the people, limitations and exteptions were introduced 
into this plan, which will probably occafion a confiderable di- 
minution of the fum it was calculated to produce. It mult. be 
obvious alfo, that fome of the richer claffes, and of thofe moft 
able to afford a contribution to the exigencies of the State, can- 
not be affeéted by this mode of aficfiment, which could only 
be proportioned to a fpecies of income or ex enditure feen or 
capable of eftimation by the Public. Of this defeription are 
men of large monied capitals, without famities, or in fituations 
which do not occafion, or lead to, an éxpente in living dearly 


te to. their fortunes. , 
adbete and other confiderations have induced Government to 
PK a voluntary fubfcription in aid of the fund to be raifed 

the new afleflment; which will give an opportunity to thofe 
who, by the plan of that affeffment, pay very {mall fume, or 
fams very inadequate to their incomes, to come forward with a 
voluntary contribution, at prefent fo cilential: and neceffary to 
the inteteft, the honour, the fafety, and the political exiftence, 
of the fate. ‘This meafure has been juftly termed a {mall pre- 
gium of inforance, to fecure the whole of our remaining pro- 
perry. The,rich and opulent are therefore more particularly 
interefted in it. 

But it ‘is not from the rich only that fuch contributions may 
be expected. Perfons of every ftation and condition, we arc 
confident, will readily come forward in aid of this meafure, as 
their ability and circunsftances may allow. As the danger is 
general, fo will be the defire to contribute to repel it : and thofc 
whom the proje&ted invafion of the encmy would plunder o! 
the produce of their farms, of the favings of their trade, nay, 

* From whom it would cut off the very employments by which 
their ‘bread and the fubfiftence of their families are earned, will 
cheerfully part with a certain portion of that produce, or of 
-thofe favings, to fecure the ag and peaceable enjoyment of 
the remainder. Perfons in the lower and more laborious fitua- 
tions of life, which do not admit of their prefent contribution 
in money, will have an opportunity, in cafe of an actual inva- 
fion, of aiding their country, not lefs effeCtually, by their per- 
fonal fervices and labour, which the publicYunds will compen- 
fate, which the public gratitude will reward and honour. 

It were, however, to think very inadequately of the danger 

which the prefent meafure is calculated to afford the means of 
repelling, to confider it merely as one menacing property or a 
deprivation of comforts. The invafion of an enemy always 
éatries horrors along with it infinitely beyond what thofe terms 
exprefs. But in the invafion of fuch an enemy, and fo impla- 
cable and determined as ours, we need not aflift the imagination 
to conceive the devaftation, the cruelty, and the outrage which 
it would let loofe opom-every clafs.and defcription of people. If 
the labourer or the cottager fheuld fatter himfelf, that he is 
fafe in the low}inefs of his tation, and that his poverty is his 
prote@tion; heis-ignorant of that mifery which the hoftile at- 
tacks of France have brought upon every nation which they 
have invaded : he knows not that it is the inevitable confequence 
of fuch itvafiom, that the poor man’s cottage mu(t burn in the 
fame fire that confumes the houfe and the barns of his landlord 
and more opulent neighbours! that brutal violation awaits the 
wife of his bofom, and that even his innocent infans may perifh 
by the fword or in the flames !—If it is poflible to conceive any 
man fo felfifh, fo inhuman as to overlook thefe confiderations, 
let him recolle& his own perfonal fhare of the danger; let him 
remember, that in every country which has fubmitted to the 
arms of France, the inhabitants, without diftinétion, have been 
dragged by tyrannical requifition into the rarks of the invading 
army ; and that their lives, as well as liberty, are held at the 
will of their usfecling conquerors. 

Whether the exertions of a nation are to he proportioned to 
the evils fhe has reafon to fear, or to the bleffings fhe muft wifh 
to preferve, this country may furely be expected, at the prefent 
crifis, to make chofe of the moft ftreoous and determined fort, 
There needs not’any comparifon with other countries or other 
governments, to perceive the many advantages which Britain 
enjoys as a nation, which Britons enjoy as individuals. National 
independence, and private liberty, the fources of public and pri 
vate profperity—perfec fecurity to our property, and freedom 
to our perfons—mild and falutary laws, executed and enforced 
with an inviolable regard to the rights and fafety of individuals 
—the higheit encouragements and rewards to honeft inauftry, 
threugh the whole body of the people, to which every advance. 
ment in wealth, in honour, or in ftation, is open—thefe are the 
peculiar bleflings of which this country is in poffeffion, of which 
all its inhabitapts partake. And fhall we not exert ourfelves, 
every one, of whatever ftation or condition ,to retain the poffeflion 
of them, to defend them againft the attacks of thofe who would 
wreit them from us, and who would give in their ftead, our 
property to requifition er pillage, our perfons to imprifonment, 
our lives to the guillotine Such has been the fate of countries 
which they pretended, according to their expreflion, to frater- 
nife, What then muft we expect, again{t whom they declared 
the molt relentlefs and vindictive war; of whom they have 
pronounced France tobe fo much the determined and irre. 
concileable foe, as, that “ France and Britain cannot exift to- 
gether.” 

But it is not of temporal poffeflions or worldly bleffings alone 
that the enemy with whom we contend would deprive the 
countries they dubdue. They war not orly with the indepen .

lence of uations, the property the fufety of utes, but with 
tine Workup ¢ i God! : iT overtars 
try, aed would overturn in every cou try where their armics 
fheuld be vitoripus, Chriftianiry, religion, all beltef of a Deity!

ind all the rewards of religion! ‘They have fhut e charches 
acaintt devotion,they haw: fealed the tomb againit hope ! ‘They 
would tear from the befom of affliction all the fuppore and con- 
lation which the fenfe of a God, to fuccour and to comfort, 
{ta | can, in many caics, alone below! ‘They would cut off, 
from the various fufferings of humranity, that bleffed profpect 


fa future Mare, which enables a good man patiently to endure 
them; which cheers the heart of poverty, which fimooths the pil 
iow of ficknefs, which clofes the eyes of the dying in peace! 

When we fully confider the imporrance of that meafure 
which is to provide a defence for bleflings of fuch deep 
concern, cither in a temporal or religious point of view, if 
is confidently hoped, that, with the promotion of fuch a mea- 
fare, no party-confiderations will ve allowed to interlere. ‘The 
prefent is no queltion of party, no conteft in the rivalfhip of 
power, mo ftruggle for the poffeflion of place; the Country it- 
felf is at ftake ; and it were the extreme of folly, as well as of 
want of virtue, to allow political or perfonal animofity to pre- 
vent thofe exertions which are to fave it from one common and 
The enemy, we may know from the experience 
of other countries, make no diftinétion. They acknowledge 
none of that partiality in pra@ice which fometimes, in order 
to blind and miflead the difcontented in other couutries, they 
hold forth im their declarations. In the diftricts which they 
onquer, they involve in one common deftruction every inha- 
bitant of every rank and condition whether friend or foe. 
They affect to make war only againft governments; but, in 
reality, it is againft the happinefs of the people. The equality 
they introduce is but an equality of wretchednefs ; the liberty 
they pretend to plant is only anarchy and mifrule; a ftate not 
fo much exempted from the reftra:ats, as deprived of all the 
protection and comforts of law and government. 

Itghas been an objection made to the prefent meafure, even by 
fome who heartily approve of thegencral principle of contributing 
ayvoluntary aid towards the exigencies of the ftate in this crifis of 
national danger, that fuch party and private confidcrations as 
we have mentioned, may induce a certain portion of the people 
to withhold their contributions; fo that the meafure now pro- 
pofed will become in faét a tax on thofe alone with whom fuch 
motives have no place, leaving exempt others of a differen: de- 
icription. But what motives can there exift that fhould prevent 
any man from now coming forward in detence of the country 
to which aff belong, or thofe bleffings which ali enjoy, and to 
avert the evils which impend over aél, from the attempt of an 
ambitious, infatiate, and implacable foe! We believe there are 
few, very few indeed, fo loft toa fenfe of their own intereft 
and honour, as well as the intereft and honour of their country, 
as to hold back from this meafure on any grounds of party or 
political refentment. But if, unfortunately, there are more pers 
fons of this difcription than a good or wife man can believe to 
exift, that circumftance only doubles and enhances our obliga- 
tion to fupply the thameful deficiency which fuch a defertion of 
their own and their country’s caufe would occafion. If we fail 
in this important conteft, of what value is that property which 
we thus niggardly withhold? if we prevailin the glorious 
ftruggle, what man will fay that we have bought our bleflings 
at too dear a price ? 

Ic is to be remembered, that the facrifices, if they can. be 
called fuch, for which we plead, are only of a temporary na- 
ture. The enemy ftand as much in need of peace as ourfelves ; 
but they make a defperate effort with the hopes of iutimidating 
thofe whom they have in vain attempted to fubdus, of damping 
exertions of which they know the power. By a ftrenuous ap 
picution of our public and private refources at this moment, we 

ave every reafon to hope for a peace at no very diftant period; 
a peace which, if we have courage and virtue to maintain a po- 
fition that may procure it on juft and honourable terms, will, in 
all probability, place this country-in a fituation of vinexampled 
profperity ; a profperity which, as far as human things may a- 
{pire to permanency, bids fair to be permanent, becaufe of a na- 
ture which other countries have no grounds either to envy or to 
fear, The aggrandizement of an ambitious’ and conquering 
power, fuch as France, is built on the ruins of other nations; 
the profperity of Britain, founded on her commerce, her arts, 
and her manufactures. courts for thefe ends, and therefore ne- 
ceffarily promotes the gencral profperity and happinefs of Eu. 
rope. 

In the above plain and fhort expofition, this matter is Gated 
on the ground of mere’intereft and expediency. But, if it fhall 
be allowed to appeal to Britifh feeling and Britith honour, 
what powerful incitements do not,they hold forth to the adop- 
tion of this meafure ? ‘Wilithe people of Scotland, a nation ever 
diftinguifhed for the vigour and energy with which they have 
{truggled for their Dndependence, and refifted every attempt to 
enflave their country ; will they bear to have it fuppofed, that, 
like Holland, Sardinia, and Genoa, Great Britain hall fubmit 
to bow the knee to France; to put on tamely the fhackles the 
chufes to impofe; to harter, like lefs happy ftates, our Laws 
our Conftitution, our Liberties, our Religion, for the arbitra: 
ty oppreffion, the fyftematic tyranny, the fanguinary aud des 
ftructive anarchy, the profligate and hopelefs athei{m, which 
in every country that they have either fubdued or frater- 
nized, which, even in the bofom. of their own country, the 
rulers of France have encouraged or eftablifhed? Will 
they endure the fuppofition, that Britons could meanly 
grudge a pittance of that wealth which the bleffings of a 
happy Government and. Conftitution have diffuled among 
them, in order to preferve thofe bleflings, to fecure the. inde- 
pendence and freedom of their country, to maintainthe happi- 
nefs, the virtue, and the religion of Mankind,
